It protects only people who 
have money to invest and who might be con- 
sidered well-to-do or even rich. Commendable 
as it is, it does not j)rotect the people who 
need prdtoi tiou most — those who are sick, or 
think Ihey are sick, and who are more likely 
to 1)0 influenced by miHreproseutation than aoy 
othet cfass of people.
